Thanks  so  much  for  working  with  me  to  set  up  a meeting  to  discuss  the  concerns  we’ve  been 
hearing  in  Cove  about  the  Cove  Day  School.  Looking  forward  to  meeting  you  in  person  on  Sept.

As  things  stand  now,  here  is  who  I think  will  be  joining  from  US  EPA:  Secody  Hubbard  (my 
Navajo  colleague  who  was  on  the  phone  with  me  the  first  time  we  spoke),  Wilson  Yee  (he’s  our 
overall  lead  for  work  on  abandoned  uranium  mines  in  Cove),  Gaelle  Glickfield  (she  also  works 
with  us  on  abandoned  mine  issues  in  Cove)  and  myself.  Also,  I think  Blair  Stone-Schneider 
(she’s  a contractor  that  works  for  EPA  and  has  helped  us  do  community  interviews  where 
concerns  about  the  school  have  come  up)  and  Tina  Ulrich  (she  works  for  Blair  and  lives  on 
Navajo)  will  be  joining.
